2. The drawings are objected to because the blocks of Figures 2 and 3 have 
not been functionally labeled. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only 
one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

4. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The examiner notes that claims 1-12 are written in a means-plus-function format 
and, as such, are presumed to invoke a section 112-6 interpretation: i.e., that 
each of the recited "means" should be construed as being limited to the disclosed 
structure corresponding thereto (and their equivalents). However, turning to the 
instant specification, there appears to be no disclosed structure for each the 
recited: 

a) "Addressing means" (@ 31); 

b) "Allocation means" (@ 32); and 

c) "Auxiliary data means" (@ 33, 34). 

That is, as set forth in the instant specification, these "means" appear to 
correspond to some unspecified configuration of "firmware" (note lines 28-32 of 
page 8). As such, the corresponding recitation of "means" in the instant claims is 
indefinite because the corresponding structure (an equivalent thereof) cannot be 
ascertained from the specification. Clarification is needed. Similar clarification is 
needed throughout the claims. 
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5. The following "prior art" is cited: 

A) U.S. Patent #6.327.674 to Ito et al. : 

Ito et al. has been cited because, as illustrated in Figure 5, it describes a 
conventional DVD format in which certain logical and physical addresses 
of the DVD are assigned to blocl<s of AA/ while others are assigned to 
block of "related" CP data. 



B) U.S. Patent #6.301 .644 to Andoh et al. : 

Andoh et al. has been cited because, as illustrated in Figure 3a, it 
describes a conventional disk format in which certain physical addresses 
of the disk are not assigned logical addresses. 

C) U.S. Patent #7.200.771 to Boltetal. : 

The intervening art of Bolt et al . has been cited because, as illustrated in 
Figures 2 and 3b, it describes a conventional disk format in which no 
logical addresses are assigned to bad sectors of the disk.
